Bond urges

CHARLESTON 
— 
Ronnie 
Clyde Watson, 22, was shot and 
killed by a police officer about 
12:30 a.m. today in the driveway 
of his home. 
Police Chief Bob Ritchey said 
officer Charles Martin, 33, saw 
Watson’s pickup truck run a stop 
sign at the intersection of 
Cleveland and Elm streets and 
followed the truck to 312 
Cleveland St., where it pulled 
into a driveway. 
As Martin approached the 
truck, asking Watson why he 
had run the stop sign, Watson 
reportedly got out of the truck 
using profanity, 
cursed 
the 
officer, and struck him in the 
face. 
Ritchey said Martin reported 


that he assumed Watson had 
struck him with his fist since he 
did n ot observe a weapon in the 
dark. 


According to Ritchey, Martin 
was stunned by the blow and 
was 
stumbling 
backward, 
falling to the ground, when 
Watson came at him again. 


The officer pulled his service 
revolver and fired one shot, 
which struck Watson in the left 
side of the chest. He was 
pronounced dead at the scene by

scheduled an inquest at 4 p.m. 
today. 
Martin, a 13-month veteran of 
the Charleston police depart-

moving to Charleston. 


Ritchey, 
who 
described 
Martin as a good officer who 
remained calm and collected 
and in control of the situation, 
said the officer’s teeth went 
through his lip and his face was 
bruised, apparently from the 
blow. He was treated in a local 
physician’s office. 
Watson was born Sept 26,1953 
in Charleston where he had lived 
most of his life. He was em- 


ployed as a brick mason by 
Forrest Chandler.

Cason says 
Charisma not really vital 


State Sen. William J. Cason, 
D-Clinton, is shrugging aside 
remarks by a state party leader 
that he lacks the charisma 
necessary to attract voters in his 
drive 
for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. 
“I put on a clean shirt this 
morning, I shined my shoes, had 
my suit pressed, brushed my 
teeth; and, you know, my wife 
said I looked pretty good when I 
left the house,” Cason told Scott 
County Young Democrats this 
morning at the El Capri 
Restaurant. 
“We’ve got a governor with 
charisma,” Cason said: “If our 
party is going to offer a choice, 
maybe 
instead 
of 
offering 
somebody with just charisma, 
maybe we ought to have 
somebody with capability, with 


for 
courage and with concern 
the people of this state.” 
Caseon added that former 
President Harry Truman did not 
have charisma, but “Harry did 
pretty good.” 
The original remark about his 
lack of charisma came from 
state party chairman James 
Spain of Bloomfield. 
In an interview Thursday 
afternoon, Cason said it was 
time to elect a governor who 
knows what it is like to work for 
a living. He was apparently 
referring to Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond’s wealthy background. 


Cason said he is confident of 
winning 
the 
Democratic 
nomination 
and 
the 
guber­ 
natorial race. 
The state of the economy will 


give Democratic candidates a 
boost, he said. He pointed out 
that Bond ran well behind for­ 
mer President Richard Nixon in 
the number of votes each 
received in the 1972 election. 
Bond has lost ground since, 
Cason asserted. 
Bond lacks leadership, Cason 
said, adding that the governor 
does not get involved in the 
legislative process. If a bill 
passes that he likes, he signs it, 
Cason said. If it does not pass, 
he accuses the Legislature of not 
doing its job. 
Although Bond has not filed fqr 
re-election, Cason said 
he 
believes 
the 
incumbent 
governor will be his opponent in 
1976. What might make him 
change his mind, Cason said, 
would be for Atty. Gen. John 


Danforth to decide not to run for 
the Republican nomination for 
the U.S. Senate seat being 
relinquished 
by 
Democratic 
Sen. Stuart Symington, who is 
retiring at the end of his current 
term. 
Cason said he thinks Bond 
would like to go to Washington. 
Cason graduated from the 
University of Missouri with a 
degree in accounting and then 
attended the University’s law 
school from which he graduated 
in 1951. 
He was elected prosecuting 
attorney of Henry County in 
1952. He went to the State Senate 
in 1960 and was named majority 
floor leader in 1971 and 1972. He 
was elected president pro tern of 
the Senate for the 1973 and 1975

New York City on 
brink of collapse 


NEW YORK (AP) - Re­ 
buffed by the President in their 
last-minute appeals for federal 
help, state and city officials 
searched frantically today for 
some other way to pull New 
York City back from the brink 
of financial collapse. 
President Ford’s press secre­ 
tary said in Washington that 
Ford would “not take action to 
prevent a 
New York City 
default. Spokesman Ron Nessen 
added that none of the Presi­ 
dent’s chief advisers were try­ 
ing to persuade him to modify 
his long-standing opposition to 
federal aid for the city. 
Mayor Abraham Beame had 
said he had an “open line” to 
the White House, but Nessen 
said the White House meetings 
were being held “purely to 
keep up with a rapid, fluid and 
changing situation” — not to 
canvass possible solutions. 


Rep. Peter Peyser, a Re­ 
publican 
congressman 
from 
suburban Westchester, said he 
telephoned from New York to 
Treasury Secretary William Si­ 
mon and asked that the federal 
government advance the city 
$150 million in federal pay­ 
ments due later. 
He said Simon consulted with 
Ford and “very plainly stated 
to me that the federal govern­ 
ment would take no action to­ 
day in the immediate crisis fac­ 
ing the city.” 
Efforts by the city to avoid 
default on its financial obliga­ 
tions by a 3 p.m. deadline, the 
closing hour of the city’s major 
banks, focused on shoring up a 
multimillion-dollar package of 
pension funds to meet $453 mil­ 
lion in debt obligations due to­ 
day. 
The city’s 11 major banks re­ 
affirmed a previous agreement 


not to press for redemption of 
another $59 million in city notes 
due today. Fiscal experts said 
that without the banks’ agree­ 
ment, the city would have 
needed that much more to 
avoid default. 
At the city controller’s office, 
a spokesman said holders of 
$250 million in notes had al­ 
ready filed for redemption and 
that several firms, mostly bro­ 
kers, showed up today with 
about $30 million more in notes. 
He said they were given recep- 
its saying they would be ex­ 
changed for cash at 2 p.m. — if 
the cash or its equivalent is 
available. 
In Albany, the Court of Ap­ 
peals, 
the 
state’s 
highest, 
cleared the way for the state 
comptroller to use state police 
pension funds to raise $250 mil­ 
lion for the cash-drained city. 
But a hitch developed in New 


York City when the United Fed­ 
eration of Teachers continued 
to refuse to commit $150 million 
in its retirement funds toward 
a complex $2.3 billion bailout 
plan that the state government 
had put together a month ago 
to keep New York solvent 
through November. 
Albert Shanker, president of 
the teachers’ union, met with 
Beame, but the nature of the 
discussions was not disclosed. 
Shanker said, however, that he 
had not changed his position on 
the use of teacher pension 
funds. 


Ford has expressed strong 
opposition to any federal aid to 
rescue the city, and a White 
House spokesman said his posi­ 
tion had not changed. “This 
does not imply a change in pol­ 
icy in any way,” the spokes­ 
man said.

The reason these regimes are 
v ery hard to get rid of—an d here 
man y will con sider Cleav er to be 
on shaky grou n d—is “‘becau se 
they giv e people somethin g 
ev ery on e lon gs for, an d that’s 
econ omic secu rity , if y ou will, 
econ omic democracy .” Few, 
howev er, will argu e with his 


statem en t 
that 
“ political 
democracy , which I thin k is the 
more importan t of the two, 
doesn ’t ex ist in Commu n ist 
cou n tries.” 
We still n eed more political 
democracy in the Un ited States, 
say s Cleav er. We n eed to hav e 
more say in econ omic matters. 
Bu t “I thin k that the Un ited 
States has more of a chan ce at 
workin g the balan ce ou t. I thin k 
that most American s kn ow that 
an d that is why American s hav e 
alway s been so an ti-Commu n ist, 
why they hav e alway s been so 
an titotalitarian an d why they 
made the shift from hatin g 
fascists to hatin g Commu n ists 
so swiftly in the ‘4 0s.” 
In stead of mov in g toward 
deten te with the Sov iet Un ion , 
the Un ited States shou ld be 
resolu tely 
opposed to the 
presen t regime, say s Cleav er, 
pu ttin g it in terms perhaps less 
delicate than a Ron ald Reagan 
might: 
“Becau se the Sov iet 
Un ion is v ery shaky at this poin t 
an d we shou ld n ot be try in g to 
hold them u p, an d that is ju st 
what we are doin g with deten ­ 
te.” Deten te rhetoric abou t n ot 
in terferin g in Sov iet in tern al 
affairs sou n ds, Cleav er say s, 
like Chamberlain an d Hitler all 
ov er again . 
“If we are tru ly the force for 
democracy in the world, then we 
hav e an obligation to help in the 
disin tegration of the totalitarian 
Sov iet regime.” 
If Cleav er himself seems to 
hav e mov ed from on e ex treme 


to an other, it was, after all, that 
u n dou bted 
patriot 
Barry 
Goldwater who on ce said that 
ex tremism in defen se of liberty 
is n o v ice. 
* T wan t the Un ited States to be 
v astly improv ed, n ot be don e in . 
We hav e to main tain a v igilan ce 
again st people who wan t to 
destroy the Un ited States.... 
“I’m tu rn in g in to a patriot,” 
say s Eldridge Cleav er. A lot of 
other American s cou ld ben efit 
from similar trav elin g.

Is there someon e else ou t 
there who ev en n ow is thin kin g 
abou t makin g the third try a 
charm? By “ou t there” we don ’t 
n ecessarily mean Californ ia or 
the San Fran cisco area, which 
certain ly hav e n o mon opoly on 
stran ge people. 
Bu t su rely it 
wou ld seem to be temptin g fate 
in the ex treme for the Presiden t 
to try to prov e somethin g by 
ex posin g himself to an other 
crowd an y where n ear where his 
life has twice been pu t in 
jeopardy . Yet that is what he 
presen tly plan s to do, later in 
October. 
Mr. Ford has reiterated his 
determin ation n ot to capitu late 
to those who, as he pu ts it, are 
try in g to tear down what is best 
in America.

Becau se each meetin g 
wou ld be prearran ged an d 
prescreen ed, secu rity wou ld be 
made in fin itely easier, ev en if 
the au dien ce n u mbered in the 
sev eral thou san ds. In addition , 
some thou ghtfu l qu estion s an d 
some helpfu l an swers might 
ev en be ex chan ged. 
The Presiden t might also 
recon sider his position on gu n 
con trol. 
Now obv iou sly , n o 
matter how strict the con trols, a 
determin ed assassin will fin d a 
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mu ch abou t the determin ed 
assassin , bu t there is n o ex cu se 
for makin g it so ridicu lou sly 
easy for ev en a certifiable n u t to 
obtain a gu n . 
Sarah Jan e Moore, the woman 
in San Fran cisco, had been 
arrested for illegal possession of 
a rev olv er. Yet somehow, 
despite her record of erratic 
behav ior, she man aged to obtain 
an other rev olv er which she fired 
at the Presiden t the v ery n ex t 
day . 
Are we say in g that we can do 
n othin g to keep gu n s ou t of the 
han ds of those who are u n stable 
or poten tially dan gerou s in ou r 
society an d still respect the 
rights of decen t American s who 
collect an d en joy gu n s? If so, we 
can look forward to con tin u in g 
to pay a high price for the easy 
av ailability of gu n s.

station ery fu n d also 
came in han dy when Bev ill 
wan ted chin a an d an electric 
ty pewriter for his wife, an d a 
pocket 
calcu lator for his 
dau ghter. 
The con gressman assu red ou r 
associate Jack Cloherty that all 
of the mon ey taken from the 
station ery accou n t was declared 
as person al in come on his 
federal tax es. 
Bev ill does n ot hav e to 
declare, of cou rse, all of the

Sam’s n ickel. 
He’s ju n keted to the Sov iet

have 13 legal battles in process, and the pages of Con­ 
sumer Reports are increasingly filled with opinionated 
articles on such subjects as gasoline rationing and 
national health insurance. The magazine also serves as a 
vehicle for distributing controversial books, such as 
Barry Commoner’s Closing Circle and Ralph Nader’s 
book on pensions. 
‘‘We would be an incomplete con­ 
sumer organization,” says CU Director Rhoda Kar- 
patkin, ‘‘if we didn’ provide a voice for consumers.” But 
Consumers Union can only claim to provide a voice for 
some portion of its readers, not for all consumers, and 
the only reader control over that voice is the right to pick 
seven of the twenty directors annually from a pre­ 
selected list of 13 names. 
All of this activism has not been without cost. The price 
of a subscription rose by a whopping 37.5 per cent last 
year, readership dropped by more than 20,000, and the 
organization’s budget deficit is pushing $1.4 million. A 
new computerized subscription processing system has 
proved to be a lemon, and Consumer Reports has had to 
apologize to its remaining readers for not doing a better 
job of minding its own business. Now Ralph Nader has 
decided to quit the organization and has announced that 
he can better use the time he has been spending on CU -- 
ten days a year. 
Just think: a $1.4 million deficit and a loss of 200,000 
readers on only ten days a year.

It has proven easier to banish 
smallpox from the earth than

There are more than 800 
million illiterate people in the 
world and their number is in­ 
creasing, says UNESCO, the 
United 
Nations 
Educational, 
Scientific 
and 
Cultural 
Organization. And one major 
reason why years of effort and 
expenditure 
have not 
had 
greater impact on the problem 
is lack of will. 
This conclusion is based on an 
analysis of literacy projects in 
UNESCO’s Experimental World 
Literacy 
Program. 
Thirteen 
countries in three continents 
took 
part 
in 
the 
program—Algeria, 
Ethiopia, 
Guinea, 
Madagascar, 
Mali, 
Sudan, Tanzania, India, Iran, 
Syria and Ecuador. The degree 
of success of the projects varied 
as widely as the countries 
themselves. 
At the beginning of the ex­ 
periment, says the program’s 
report, ‘‘most countries knew 
how to approach (and in some 
cases 
achieve) 
much 
more 
massive literacy as a part of 
broader socio-economic change, 
if they wanted to.” 
But most apparently did not 
want to. Only Tanzania was 
stimulated to launch a mass 
cam paign. 
An 
eventual 
worldwide campaign for the 
eradication of iliteracy, hoped 
for when the program was 
launched, is not yet in sight. 
“ Neither 
literacy 
nor 
development can be willed into 
existence 
by 
international 
agencies,” says UNESCO. “At 
best they can perhaps prick the 
conscience of national gover­ 
nments.”

INTO A PATRIOT? 
Travel, 
it’s 
said, 
is 
broadening, and the latest proof 
of the truth of that adage comes 
from a most unlikely source 
Since he fled the United States 
in 1969 in the face of charges of 
parole 
violation, 
Eldridge 
Cleaver, once a leader in the 
Black Panther party, has been 
traveling 
in 
self-imposed 
exile—first 
in 
Cuba, 
then 
Algeria, China, North Vietnam 
and North Korea What he has 
seen in those countries, and the 
thinking he has done in the past 
six years, has changed his mind 
about a lot of things. 
Indeed, some of the former 


leftist radical’s remarks in an 
interview recently published in 
Rolling Stone magazine could 
have been taken from a speech 
by a Ronald Reagan. 
For example, “after all my 
travels and seeing the socialists’ 
world up very close, really 
seeing Soviet Union and China 
function, well, I now think that 
the United States should be 
second to none militarily, that 
we have to strengthen, not 
demise (sic) our military, and 
that really causes a lot of 
people’s mouths to drop open. ” 
It is hardly a case that Cleaver 
now believes that everything is 
just fine in this best of all 
possible countries: “Wherever 
there seem to be forces of 
fascism and repression, 
the 
United States always seems to 
side with them. That has to 
change. 
“But these days socialism is 
always shown representing the 
future. However, experience has 
shown 
Socialists-Communists 
strap onto people the most op­ 
pressive regimes in the history 
of the world. Regimes that are 
dictatorships, dictatorships in 
the name of the proletariat, not 
by the proletariat.” 
The reason these regimes are 
very hard to get rid of—and here 
many will consider Cleaver to be 
on shaky ground—is ‘“because 
they give 
people something 
everyone longs for, and that’s 
economic security, if you will, 
economic 
democracy.” 
Few, 
however, will argue with his 


statem ent 
that 
“ political 
democracy, which I think is the 
more important of the two, 
doesn’t 
exist in Communist 
countries.” 
We still need more political 
democracy in the United States, 
says Cleaver. We need to have 
more say in economic matters. 
But “ I think that the United 
States has more of a chance at 
working the balance out. I think 
that most Americans know that 
and that is why Americans have 
always been so anti-Communist, 
why they have always been so 
antitotalitarian and why they 
made the shift from hating 
fascists to hating Communists 
so swiftly in the ‘40s.” 
Instead of moving toward 
detente with the Soviet Union, 
the United States should be 
resolutely 
opposed 
to 
the 
present regime, says Cleaver, 
putting it in terms perhaps less 
delicate than a Ronald Reagan 
might: 
“Because the Soviet 
Union is very shaky at this point 
and we should not be trying to 
hold them up, and that is just 
what we are doing with deten­ 
te.” Detente rhetoric about not 
interfering in Soviet internal 
affairs sounds, Cleaver says, 
like Chamberlain and Hitler all 
over again. 
“If we are truly the force for 
democracy in the world, then we 
have an obligation to help in the 
disintegration of the totalitarian 
Soviet regime.” 
If Cleaver himself seems to 
have moved from one extreme 


to another, it was, after all, that 
undoubted 
patriot 
Barry 
Goldwater who once said that 
extremism in defense of liberty 
is no vice. 
“ I want the United States to be 
vastly improved, not be done in. 
We have to maintain a vigilance 
against people who want to 
destroy the United States.... 
“I’m turning into a patriot,” 
says Eldridge Cleaver. A lot of 
other Americans could benefit 
from similar traveling.

LUCK IS NOT 
ENOUGH 
A rotesque and unenviable 
record has been set, one that all 
Americans hope will never be 
surpassed or even approached. 
One of the best liked and most 
personable presidents in many 
years, 
Gerald 
R. 
Ford 
is 
nevertheless the first to have 
had two assaults made on his 
life-both in the same month and 
in the same state, and both by 
women. 
Again, 
an 
incalculable 
element of luck saved the nation 
from tragedy. Despite extra- 
strong 
security 
precautions 
instituted 
in 
San 
Francisco 
because of the assault against 
Mr. Ford in Sacramento some 
two weeks previously, another 
unbalanced person got close 
enough to the President-with a 
gun-to again have changed the 
course of history. 
Is there someone else out 
there who even now is thinking 
about making the third try a 
charm? By “out there” we don’t 
necessarily mean California or 
the San Francisco area, which 
certainly have no monopoly on 
strange people. 
But surely it 
would seem to be tempting fate 
in the extreme for the President 
to try to prove something by 
exposing himself to another 
crowd anywhere near where his 
life has twice been put in 
jeopardy.

WASHINGTON - Sartorially 
splendid Rep. Tom Bevill, D- 
Ala., has mastered the art of 
turning public service to private 
gain.

his congressional 
salary by pocketing much of the 
money given him for office 
supplies. And he's used his staff 
for personal matters. 
In 
addition,

of constituents seeking help. A 
(B) is placed in the upper right 
hand corner of an index card if 
the person happens to be black. 
Apparently, the Alabama-based

Bevill’s 
W ashington 
office 
handles them equally. 
A former floor leader for Gov. 
George Wallace in the Alabama 
House, Bevill represents the 
industrial towns at the Northern 
end of the state. His constituents 
are largely factory workers, 
whose average income is $6,350 
a year. 
Bevill himself has pocketed 
$7,000 in the last two years from 
his stationery fund. It is all 
perfectly 
legal. 
But 
most 
members of Congress use the 
money for office supplies. 
The 
stationery 
fund 
also 
came in handy when Bevill 
wanted china and an electric 
typewriter for his wife, and a 
pocket 
calculator 
for 
his 
daughter. 
The congressman assured our 
associate Jack Cloherty that all 
of the money taken from the 
stationery account was declared 
as 
personal 
income on his 
federal taxes. 
Bevill 
does 
not 
have 
to 
declare, of course, all of the 


traveling he’s done on Uncle 
Sam’s nickel. 
He’s junketed to the Soviet 
Union, Chile, Panama, Hong 
Kong, Hawaii and Argentina. 
The Argentine trip produced a 
problem for him. It seems that 
he bought a pony skin coat for 
his wife at a Buenos Aires an­ 
tique shop. Two years later, the 
coat ripped. State Department 
cables reveal that the brassy 
Bevill returned the coat to the 
U.S. embassy in Buenos Aires.

Bevill also uses his own staff 
to handle his personal business. 
One m em ber of his staff 
recently put together a scrap­ 
book of his son’s basketball 
exploits. And another routinely 
handles such matters as paying 
a local boy for mowing Bevill’s 
lawn in Alabama. 
All of this might be overlooked 
if Bevill was laboring hard on 
behalf of his constituents. But 
we found that his traveling and 
his workouts in the House gym 
leave him little time for his 
district’s problems. 
He is absorbed, it seems, in 
serving himself.

Other drugs under the com­ 
mittee’s scrutiny include San- 
Man, Sleep-Eze, Somnicaps and 
Sure-Sleep. 


“In view of the lack of efficacy 
... and the possible dangers from 
some of the ingredients . . . it is 
curious that the Federal Trade 
Commission 
has not moved 
against the advertising of these 
drugs,” said the memorandum. 
Footnote: A major danger, the 
committee's past hearings have 
shown, is the impact TV drug 
advertising has in encouraging 
juvenile 
pill-popping. 
The 
Council on Children, Media and 
Merchandising found that each 
child in the U.S. is exposed to 
more than 1,000 televised drug 
ads a year. 
JACKIE’S JOB: Jacqueline 
O nassis’ 
new 
$200-a-week 
editing job at Viking Press has 
exposed her to a rush of books 
dealing with the assassination of 
her late husband, President 
John Kennedy.

bankers, 
‘bosses,’ 
unionists 
work together abroad to avert 
inflation holocaust 
NEW YORK — I’ve been 
flying transcontinental so much 
these days I should have my own 
mini-newsroom pressurized at 
39,000 feet - but hopping the 
continents is the only way to 
digest “the whole thing” these 
choppy economic days. One 
thing 
you learn -- European 
workers, having suffered the 
post-war 
inflation 
holocaust, 
now discipline themselves in the 
crunch. 
A m erica’s rank and file 
haven’t 
seen 
wheelbarrows 
loaded with paper currency 
being trundled down to the local 
bakery for a loaf of bread. So 
there’s little discipline. 
For example, on the coast the 
other day some of my Screen 
Actors Guild friends told me of a 
60 per cent pay and fringe raise 
just won by the Hollywood 
movie 
and 
television crafts 
(technicians). 
That’s 
heady 
stuff - and catching. 
Influential construction union 
leaders in California and the 
Northwest talked of making 
next year’s contracts happy go- 
rounds 
for 
their 
people 
- 
meaning increases hitting about 
$20 an hour, especially in the 
newly booming power plant 
construction field. 
And I recalled a recent July 
day in London when 25,000 
British plumbers, fearing their 
nation 
might 
go 
bankrupt, 
agreed to surrender their 12 
pounds (about $25 then) a week 
increase and accept half, to set a 
precedent in the battle on in­ 
flation touched off by rebellious 
left-winger coaldiggers. 
And a few days later in Bonn, 
Germany, my friend Dr. Hans 
Friderichs, minister of finance, 
was 
calling 
labor 
leaders, 
bankers, 
businessmen 
and 
cabinet 
officers - including 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt - 
to an internal economic summit 
conference. There were - and 
are - just over one million 
G e r m a n 
j obl es s . 
U nprecedented 
since 
the 
holocaust. The nation’s leaders 
did meet Aug. 26 in what they 
call 
the 
“Concerted 
Action 
Committee,” or group, headed 
by Dr. Friderichs. 
There they discussed wages, 
productivity, money borrowing 
interests rates, profits - and 
how to preserve the fabulous 
prosperity being threatened by 
inflation and sinking exports. 
Everybody agreed to make 
concessions 
Later while criss-crossing the 
Federal Republic of Germany I 
met Hamburg’s very young 
mayor Hans-Ulrich Klowse and 
F ran k fu rt’s m ilitant Ober- 
burgemeister Rudi Arndt, too. 
They 
have 
their 
municipal 
problems, as do the German 
“states” and federal govern­ 
ment. But on Aug. 8 in Frankfurt 
when I wandered over to a grave 
session of some of Germany’s 
most powerful labor leaders, 
those who head the public 
employes sector (including one 
which unioinizes soldiers), I 
found them deeply concerned 
over the economic threat to their 
democratic Fourth Reich. 


They talked of their mem­ 
bership’s needs. But they had 
seen the holocaust. Or had 
grown 
up 
during 
the 
wheelbarrow money days. And 
they began to develop plans to 
save the mark. 
This 
brand 
of “concerted 
action” doesn’t truly exist .here 
-- though you can find it by any 
other name in virtually all free 
nations. 
And still later after jetting 
back from the AFL-CIO con­ 
vention into moneyless New 
York City rife with talk of a 
general strike, I sought out Ken 
McFeeley, president ofthe 25,000 
member 
Police 
Benevolent 
Assn. (PBA). 
He said he would back a 
general strike -- and his men 
would 
not 
report 
to 
their 
stationhouses 
if a 
city-wide 
stoppage ever were called by 
other unions. 
McFeeley did add that his 
men would walk the streets in 
civilian clothes, 
armed and 
ready to protect some of the 
citizenry against criminals. But 
no squad cars, no official police 
duty. He and those then urging 
the general strike - which would 
be 
the eighth in American 
history if ever it came off- said 
they just couldn’t “live” with 
Mayor Beame’s proposed three 
year wage, cost of living and 
increment freeze. 
Their 
rank 
and 
file just 
wouldn’t take it, they said. Well, 
that rank and file is young, like 
the youthful rock and rollers 
who provoked the Broadway 
musicians strike. They haven’t 
seen wheelbarrow money. 
And it’s just the beginning. 
The teamsters, in addition to 
playing golf with their old friend 
Dick Nixon, are meeting in 
LaCosta, 
Calif., 
so 
their 
International Executive Board 
can polish up demands for the 
next national master freight 
bargaining 
covering 
almost 
500,000 
truck 
drivers. 
That 
contract expires next March 31. 
But the quiet negotiations are on 
now - and will be publicly 
kicked off Dec. 10. And the final 
settlement won’t be cheap for 
the tens of thousands of truck 
companies. 
There has been While House 
pressure on Teamsters general 
president Frank Fitzsimmons 
and secretary treasurer Dusty 
Miller. 
There 
have 
been 
suggestions” 
from 
Labor 
Secretary (now also the White 
House brain trust) John Dunlop 
for an early settlement of this 
pace-setting compact. But Fitz 
and Dusty aren’t among John’s 
admirers. They vetoed him for 
Secretary of Labor just before 
Nixon appointed Pete Brennan 
(he didn’t show at the AFL-CIO 
convention). 
So it looks like a heavy set­ 
tlement - while the construction 
workers, the entire rubber in­ 
dustry, the electrical production 
field and the make or break auto 
arena watch closely. 
There are too many per­ 
sonalities in conflict there, too 
many who literally hate each 
other and too many for too many 
reasons playing upsmanship. 
A little concerted action may 
be able to save this nation a lot 
of wheelbarrow money.

CHICAGO (AP) - The death 
rate 
associated

contraceptive 
devices is lower than that 
associated with birth control 
pills, but more women who use 
the devices are hospitalized than 
women on the pill, the Journal of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Association reported today. 
Five women died and 7,862 
were hospitalized because of 
problems associated with the 
device IUS during the first six 
months of 1973, according to a 
nationwide statistical sampling 
of doctors made by the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, 
the journal said. 
An estimated 3.2 million- 
women int the United States and 
Puerto Rico were wearing IUDs 
at the time of the survey. 
Results of the survey were 
reported in two articles written 
for the Oct. 6 issue by Drs. 
Henry S. 
Kahn 
of Emory 
University school of medicine 
and Carl W. Tyler of the CDC. 
The survey showed that the 
projected hospitalization rate 
from IUS complications was 
seven-tenths to seven per 1,000 
woman-years of use, compared 
wit an estimated rate of one per 
1,000 woman-years attributed to 
the use of oral contraceptives.

7.3 per million woman-years of 
IUS use, compared with a death 
rate of 22 to 45 per million 
woman-years of oral con­ 
traceptive use.

The expanding number of 
them is “ part of an evangelical 
renascence, 
of which direct 
mass evangelism is only one 
aspect,” says the Rev. Dr. Rob­ 
ert Coleman, professor of evan­ 
gelism at the Methodist Asbury 
Seminary in Wilmore, Ky. 
Estimates indicate there now 
are about 2,000 roving evange­ 
lists in the field, of various de­ 
nominations, although no in­ 
clusive data 
is maintained. 
Southern Baptists list the big­ 
gest number of them, 900 evan­ 
gelists, both preachers and mu­ 
sicians, up 200 per cent in 10 
years, of whom an estimated 
500 are in the business full 
time. 
Ordinarily 
the 
evangelists 
function independently, without 
direct institutional oversight or 
backing, although many of the 
educated “ new breed” have in­ 
corporated boards overseeing 
administration of their activi­ 
ties. Others, including many 
old-timers, 
operate on

own, financially and in booking 
schedules. 
They run the gamut from 
highly trained, theologically as­ 
tute preachers such as Presby­
